THE  KING: 

My  governor  and  captain  general  of 
the  island  of  Cuba  and  its  district,  tiii- 
der  date  of  the  25th  of  January  last,  Don 
Pedro  de  Vargas,  maiiircsied  to  me  as 
f.llous:  Sire — Don  Pedro  de  Vargas, 
knight  of  the  royal  milita  y ordir  of  Al- 
cantara, treasurer  g.  eral  of  the  royal 
house  and  patiimony  of  your  majesty, 
with  the  must  ;)rofoiiiid  ivspect,  at  youi' 
royal  feet,  ex  poses— that  there  is  a quan- 
tity of  vacant  and  unpeopled  land  in  the 
tertitory  of  the  Floridas,  and  desiiing 
tliat,  if  your  majesty  shall  deign  to  re- 
ward his  passable  Bcrvic<  s,anJ  the  proofs 
which  he  has  given  of  his  loyalty,  it  may 
be  without  the  least  burthen  on  the  pub- 
ic treasury,  or  in  the  prejudice  cf  any 
bird  person,  as  may  be  done  at  present 
by  some  lands  of  that  country,  he  be- 
seeches your  majesty  that,  by  an  effect 
of  your  sovereign  goodness,  you  would 
deign  to  grant  to  him  the  property  of 
the  land  which  lies  conapiised  within 
the  following  limits : that  is  to  say — from 
the.  mouth  of  the  liver  “Perdido,”  an/i 
:is  bay  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  followin’,? 
the  sea  coast,  and  ascending  by  the  [ ri- 
vers] of  “ Uuen  Socorro”  and  of  “ Mo- 
bile,” continuing  along  the  “ Mobile” 
till  it  touches  the  northern  line  of  the 
United  Slates,  and  descending  by  that 
in  a right  line  to  the  source  of  the  river 
“Perdido,”  and  following  the  river  “Mo- 
bile,” in  its  lower  pan,  and  the  bay  of 
that  name,  returns  by  the  sea  coast  to- 
wards the  west ; comprehending  all  the 
creeks,  entries  and  islands,  adjacent, 
which  actually  belongs  to  Sjiain,  then, 
returning  by  their  northern  line,  com- 
prehending alt  the  waste  lands  whici? 
belong,  or  may  belong,  and  are  in  dis 
putc  or  reclamation  with  the  United 
States,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  trea 
ties,  and,  also,  all  the  waste  land  not  cc 
ded  to  any  other  individual,  which  is  be- 
tween the  river  “Hipuelos,”  in  East  Flo- 
rida ; and  the  river  “ San  Lucia 
drawing  aliiielroin  the  source  ofoneri 
ver  to  tbe  source  cf  the  ether,  and  fol- 
lowing, by  the  coast  of  thcGuIl  of  Mex- 
ico, troin.ttie  momh  of  the  “ Hipt,«l"3” 
to ’the  point  of  “ Tar.cha,”  and  doubling 
this,  by  the  coast  of  the  C-ilf  of  FloridT. 
to  the  mouth  of  the  riv  er  “ Santa  Lucia,” 
with  the  islands,  See.  adjacent. 

Considering  tlie  contents  of  tlii.s  expo- 
sition, and  attciidiiig  to  the  merit  of  thu 
individual,  and  his  accredited  zeal  for 
my  royal  service,  as  also  to  the  advant- 
ages  to  result  to  the  state  from  peopling 
the  said  cojintrics,  I have  thought  pro- 
per to  accede  to  the  favor  which  he  so- 
licits, in  as  far  as  it  be  not  opposed  to 
the  laws  of  these  my  dominions,  and 
ce.niir.nnicatcd  it  to  my  council  of  In-

tion  of  the  population,  agri.  nluire,  and 
commerce  ol  ilic  afoicsr.id  possessions, 
giving  accounffrcni  time  to  time,  of  il.t- 
prbgrcss  made;  for  this  is  tny  wij),  and 
that  due  notice  betaken  of  this  “ ccdula,” 
in  the  accountant  general's  departmeiu 
of  the  Inh-'?.

“ I perceive  that  Mr.  Pizarro  would 
be  very  glad  to  terminate  it  [the  nogoti- 
alion]  here.  In  the  mean  time,  I shall 
continue  to  work  with  him,  to  the  end 
that  his  communications  to  mr.  (jnis  niay 
be  made  as  lavorahlc  as  possible  to 
a prompt  adjustment  of  it  at  Washing- 
ton. In  this  view,  I asked  him  yester- 
lay  what  had  been  said  respecting  Flui- 
di.  He  ans’.vcrcd  vaguely  ; but  I per- 
c ivi’d  that  ilicre  vvis  some  question  of 
passing  it  to  the  United  States,  in  com- 
pensation for  the  claims.

Now, 
the  king  had  lately  given  all  those  lands 
away,  as  I had  dulv  informed  my  govern- 
ment;) to  complete  the  “ transaction,” 
it  vvo’dd,  therefore,  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  the  whole  of  those  grants  shou'd 
lie  ranceiled.  Mr.  Pizarro  here  held 
mo  a long  discourse  about  sovereignty, 
erriiorial  property,  See.  Sec.  I told  him 
that  we  had  no  diuerence  of  opinion  a- 
bout  tiiose  distinctions,  and  the  other 
matter  connected  with  them,  but  that 
his  error  was  in  supposing  that  we 
meant  to  pay  for  the  so-’ereignly  only. 
'Ve  did  Hot  estimate  that  so  hiphly  as 
he  imagined  ; I enlarged  veiy  muchup- 
.111  whatever  relates  to  these  points,  and 
•ronght  him  to  consent  that  t)?ese  grants 
nvir.’it  be  cancelled,  and  indemnity  given 
to  the  grantees  in  New  Spain,  or  else- 
where : I say  “ brought  him  to  eonsent” 
-I  mean  tnat  lie  said  enough  to  convdnce 
me  that  there  will  be  no  difl'inilty  on  this 
head.  I am  not  so  certain  that  I have 
induced  hinitos  rid,  by  his  courier,  sncl. 
instructions  on  it  to  mr.  On;s»  as  may 
render  another  reference  to  his  govern- 
ment unnecessary  ; but  I propose  to  see 
him  again  to-morrow,  and  to  re-urge

In  my  late  private  letter  (which  was 
dated  Ap'dl  26.)  I related  to  vou  what 
p s..cd  between  mr.  Pizarro  and  mvself, 
upon  the  subject  of  the  grants  of  buds 
in  h lorida,  lately  made  by  the  king,  and 
I mentioned,  that  I should  sec  him  the 
day  following,  and  endeavor  to  press  my 
opinion  on  that  point,  in  such  way,  as,  if 
possible,  to  obtain  that  he  might  in  ad- 
vance instruct  mr.  Onis  in  conformity  to 
it.  I saw  him  on  the  27th,  as  I propos- 
ed, before  tbe  departure  of  his  coitrior  ;

On  Wednesday  last  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives were  engaged  the  whole 
day  in  discus>iing  a bill  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  boundary  line  between  this 
State  and  Tennessee.  What  has  been 
its  fate  we  cannot  tell.  If  the  bill  shall 
have  passed  in  the  shape  in  which  it  was 
engrossed  for  a third  reading,  it  provides 
for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  to 
meet  those  from  Tennessee,  ret.iining 
to  the  legislature  the  power  of  super- 
vising their  acts  and  agreements  rela- 
tive to  the  adjustment  of  the  private 
claims  ill  the  disputed  territory. 

We  fear  there  will  be  so  many  clogs 
tacked  to  our  commissioners,  that  they 
w ill.not  be  met  by  their  advers  'ries,  who 
are  delegated  with  powers  of  a plenipo- 
tentiary character.  There  is  something 
in  the  business  we  cannot  comprehend, 
which  oecasions  the  difficulties  alluded 
to — and  we  heartily  hope  it  may  not  be

Thuss  objections  wei  e 
based,  principally,  npon  the  unconstilu 


sketch  to  shew,  that  the  law  is  i.olwar- 
ranted  by  tne  consiitution,  nd  that  it 
legislature  had  no  power  to  adopt  it. 

The  fii-st  spciion  of  the  first  article  o 
the  constitution  proc  ides,  that  “ the  pow- 
s of  the  government  of  the  state  t-f 
Kentucky,  shall  be  divided  into  thre 
d stinct  ciepartmenis,  and  each  of  thci. 
be  confided  to  a sep  rate  body  of  ma- 
gistracy, to  wit : Those  which  are  legis- 
lative to  one  ; tliosc  which  are  execu- 
tive to  another,  ami  those  wl-.ich  arc  ju- 
diciary to  another.”  And  that  each  de- 
partment might  be  confined  n ithin  it* 
proper  sphere,  the  second  section  pro- 
vides, th-dt  “ no  person  or  collection 
of  persons,  being  of  one  of  those  de- 
partments, shall  exercise  any  powci 
properly  belonging  to  either  of  the 
I he  others.”  It  would  seem  that  the  ju- 
diciary was  created  at  the  same  time,  by 
the  same  power,  and  under  the  same  au- 
thority with  the  legislature,  and  as  a de- 
partment of  government,  entitled  to  c- 
qual  rank,  and  equal  consideration  ; hav- 
ing “ powers  properly  belonging”  to  it, 
beyond  the  control  of  the  other.  .At  the 
time  of  the  tdoption  of  the  new  constitu- 
lion,  thei’c  Was  a sj'stem  of  Jmispru- 
dence  existing  in  the  country,  establish- 
ed by  law — and  the  first  section  of  the 
schedule  to  tlic  constitutinn  provides, 
that  all  laws  in  force  at  that  time,  and  net 
inconsistent  therewith,  should  continue 
as  though  the  same  had  not  been  made  ; 
and  that  those  in  office  should  continue 
in  the  exercise  of  their  duties.  It  may 
then  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  judi- 
ciary is  a part  of  the  government — that 
the  courts  constituting  that  judiciary  arc 
mediate  creatures  of  the  constitution,  al- 
though they  may  be  to  a certain  extent, 
subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

^ The  constitution  in  relation  to  the  ju- 
diciary, provides  that  courts  sir  !1  exist, 
be  kept  open,  &c.  Let  ns  enquire  what 
constitutes  a court : — Sir  William  Black-, 
stone  in  his  commentaries  upon  the; 
laws  of  England,  (and  that  the  common' 
law  definition  is  the  only  legitimate  one,; 
none  will  question)  in  vol.  3,  p.  25,  says,! 
“In  every  court,  there  must  be  at  least 
three  constituent  parts — the  actor,  reus,! 
and  jud'X.  The  actor  or  iilaintifiT,  who 
complains  of  an  injury  done;  the  reus  or 
deftndant,  who  is  called  npon  to  make| 
satisfaction  fer  it ; and  tlie  judex,  or  ju- 
licial  power,  wliirh  is  to  examine  llie^ 
truth  of  the  fact ; to  determine  the  law! 
arising  from  that  fact ; and  if  any  injury' 
appears  to  have  bueii  done,  to  as  ei  tainj 
and  by  its  officers  apply  the  remedy.”:

( ontrovci-sy  of  the  parties,  as  to  s ipcr- 
cede  the  cxccutio-.i  of  the  judgment  ? — . 
May  ilicy  not  as  well  determine  a cause' 
and  say  what  shall  be  done,  as  to  ssy| 
whatchali  not  be  done,  after  it  has  been' 
adjudicated  upon  by  the  proper  author-)

But  a right  is  claimed  for  the  lcgisla-| 
ture,  under  the  14th  section  of  the  loth; 
article  of  the  constitution,  to  suspend! 
laws.  A right,  whidi  no  man  in  Ids' 
senses  would  ever  have  denied  to  them,! 
il  no  such  section  existed.  They  have! 
the  power  to  make,  and  to  destroy; — | 
whirl)  would,  without  any  tiling  more,! 
give  ihom  the  power  to  suspend  laws.! 
-Any  one  who  is  at  all  acc|uainlcd  with| 
the  history  of  the  country  and  govern- 
ment, whence  v.c  derived  our  existence 
and  most  of  our  laws,  must  know,  that^ 
the  section  under  whicn  the  autliority  is 
claimed,  was  inserted,  to  guard  against' 
the  exercise  of  that  authority,  by  the  ex-' 
ocuiivc  department  of  the  govtrnmcnt.| 
“ No  power  ot  suspei  ding  laws  shall| 
he  exercised,  except  by  the  legislature; 
or  its  authority,”  was  perhaps,  borrowed' 
from  Magn.)  Chai-ta. 

Th.  kings  of  England,  were  in  the  con-' 
stam  habit  of  susp'-nding  the  operations' 
of  the  acts  ot  p »i  liament,  as  well  as  writs 
of  Habeas  Corpus  ; and  ihc  dangerous 
exercise  of  both  of  these  prerogatives, 
has  been  very  cautiously  guarded  against 
by  our  constiluiioii.  The  Icgisluurr 
has  a riglit  to  suspend  laws — to  re|)eal 
laws  ; !iut  it  has  not  the  right  to  divest 
the  judiciary  of  powers  properly  belong- 
ing to  it.  It  l.as  not  the  power  to  re- 
peal these  laws,  necessary  to  the  exist- 
ence of  tiie  judiciary.  Ifso,  it  maydes- 
lioy  an  essential  component  part  of  the 
government,  and  ihereLy  constituiioual- 
ly  destroy  the  government  itself. 

The  right  to  suspend  laws,  docs  not 
necessarily  cni  ry  along  with  il  the  right 
to  sus[>  nd  or  supei  oede  the  judgements 
ol  ;udi,  :ary.  The  law  is  one  thing, 
jand  the  judgement  of  a court  is  another.

It  the  legislature  ran  stay  piocecdir.ps 
under  judgements  of  the  ju.diciai'y,  ni.iv 
t!  cy  not  dcelarc  void,  proceedings  al- 
ready had  under  the  jiidgnicnis  of  the 
judiciary?  If  so,  then  indeed  is- the  le- 
gislature oniiii|)otciit.  All  causes  of  ? 
criminal  or  civil  natiirc,  are  subject  to 
their  ultimate  dee  ision  and  execution. — 

By  saying  to  a court — Yon  sliall  no  fn 
ther  proceed  in  a caiise,  they  adjudicate 
upon  laws  they  have  made : a power 
from  which,  they  are  expressly  inhibited 
Ills  contended  that  the  1 3th  section  of 
the  loth  article  means  notl.ing.  “ All 
courts  shall  he  open,  and  every  person 
for  an  injury  done  him  in  his  lands,  goods, 
person  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy 
by  due  course  of  law  ; and  that  right  & 
justice  shall  be  adniiuistuied,  without 
sale,  denial  or  delay,”  seems  to  signify  a 
great  deal.  It  was  not  intciided  tliat 
judges  should  be  always  sitting;  ami  in 
such  numbers,  as  momentarily  to  hear, 
determine,  and  to  can  y intv  exeeution, 
every  case  that  mi'ght  arise,  and  be  pre- 
sented to  them.  If  it  were  attempted,  it 
might  safely  be  said  that  justice  wouhl 
not  be  the  consequence.  Xolliing  more 
than  a plain  common  sense  consiiuctioti 
can  be  ))ul  upen  this  section.  When 
there  is  a tight,  it  insures  the  remedy 
“ by  due  roursc  of  law.”  The  great  ob- 
ject of  the  government  being  to  prevent 
wrongs,  and  redress  grievanecs,  through 
tlie  channels  of  the  judiciary,  it  requires 
that  that  channel  shall  not  be  closed  ; £e 
that  a I’assage  through  il,  shall  not  he 
delayed.  I f the  legislature  has  constitu- 
tionally the  power  to  suspend  the  opera- 
tier, s of  the  courts  for  sixty  days,  they 
may  as  well  suspend  them  forever;  for 
with  a power  possessing  such  omnipo- 
tenee,“  time  is  an  ctcrtial  now.” 

The  measure  is  (urtl-.er  justified,  up- 
on precedents  furnished  by  other  states. 

In  matters  of  mere  polity  they  might  he 
entitled  to  some  weight ; hut  precedent 
can  never  authorise  llic  iloiiig  of  any 
thing  which  is  wrong  in  itself.  If  it 
were,  there  arc  no  crimes  that  would  not 
be  abundantly  supported.  I f other  states 
nave  been  either  so  corrupt  or  so  igno- 
rant as  to  violate  t'vcir  constituticils,  to 
make  them  yield  to  limes  and  circum- 
stances; by  a strict  adherence  o - otir 
part,  v.  c shall  be  entitled  to  a rank  and 
dignity  still  the  mdre  pre-eminent. 

Lastly,  it  is  said  that  if  tliis  be,  there 
are  other  laws  upon  our  statute  bcoh. 
whiclt  are  unconstitutional ; — giantcd.

Our  attention  has  hern  very  forcibly 
drawn  to  this  Institution  by  an  advertise, 
ment  of  the  board  of  managers,  which 
wc,  a few  days  stner,  inserted  in  this  pa- 
per. In  any  country  hut  ours,  the  ex- 
istence of  a University,  like  that  of[ 
Kcnuicky,  is  always  an  evidence  of  an 
aged  and  venerable  society;  but  lliey 
are  found  here  in  infant  communitirx.  In 
other  communities  the  blooms  ol  sci- 
ence, (like  those  of  the  .Aloe  tree)  re- 
quire an  hundred  years  to  put  forth ; 
but  whether  the  scions  of  literature  are 
fostOT-d  vi'ith  unusual  care  in  tlie  West, 
or  wheriier  the  clime  and  soil  arc  as  fa- 
vorable to  tlie  growth  of  vegetation,  cer- 
tain it  is  that  that  country  has  anticijia- 
ted  a century  in  its  advancement  in  ci- 
vilization and  learning,  if  wc  speak  of  it 
in  comparison  with  trans-atianiic  coun 
tries.  AVe  believe  tl.at  the  addition  of  a 
.^Tedieal  School  to  a University,  is  indi- 
cative of  tlic  highest  step  in  the  niarcl 
of  an  academic  institution— and  this  is 
the  cause  of  our  admiration,  that  a Med- 
ical School,  upon  the  most  ample  and 
rt  spectabic  basis,  is  now  attached  to  the 
Transylvania  University,  of  Lexington. 
Tlic  different  1‘rofessorshi/is,  are  filled 
with  tbe  first  abilities  and  learning  of 
the  United  States,  and  will  bear  a coin- 
parrison  with  tho  Ncw-Ycyr’ic  and  Rhila- 
delpliia  medical  schools — tre  rf.r  to 
the  nam't  f the  Prefersors.  It  l oijuires 
no  proplirtic  skill  to  fersoe  that  tliis 
medical  school  will  be  liircnged  with 
stmdents  in  a few  ycjrs,  from  almost 
every  pari  of  tlic  Union.  It  will  attract 
all  tlic  nr  oical  students  fiom  the  stater 
-ir.d  tcnliorh'S  along  tlic  Oliio,  Ms»si.s 
«ippi  and  Missouri,  bccaiisc  most  con- 
tiguous to  tiicni:  It  will  dr.^w  them  al' 

from  iMa  cl.ta  Avfili*  Altrgtisny  Tuoun- 
t.iins,  and  v.c  believe  from  far  l.eyoiid 
them,  because  the  ]iticc  of.  living  at 
Lexington  is  cheaper  by  more  than 
lialf,  than  it  is  at  I’liiindclpliia  or  New- 
York,  and  because  the  average  health  of 
Lexington  throughout  the  year,  is  bet- 
ter than  it  is  in  either  of  the  uhovc  nam- 
ed ci'.ics.  Besides  Lexington  can  com- 
jparev.  it!i  them  i i its  society.  There 
t“  the  learned,  the  gay,  the  witty  and  the 
jj-reuc,'’  can  find  congenial  spliils.  The 
population  is  large ; t!;c  style  of  living 
magnificent  among  tlie  dcvtitecs  of  tlie 
beau  niondc  ; and  to  a limited  extent, 
the  architectural  olegancc  of  ilie  huitd- 
ings  is  not  surpassed  upon  an  average, 
by  the  Eastern  cities.

'I'he  bank  lends  to  a needy  shareholder, 
upon  a pledge  of  his  stock,  and  then,  by 
pressing  him  beyond  his  ability  other- 
wise to  pay,  compclls  him  to  rcliiupiisli 
the  stock,  in  payment  ol  the  debt.

A/r.  Butler  moved  to  lay  the  report 
and  bill  o:i  the  table  for  t!ic  jiresent,  and 
assigned  a variety  of  n asons  therefor. 

Mr.  Undersood  opposed  the  motion 
with  a view  to  act  on  the  subject  with 
dispatch. 

-Mr.  A’.  ll'teklifTr  followed  on  the  same 
side,  each  of  the  last  gentlemen  prefer- 
ed  referingthe  hill  to  a committee  of  the 
whole  for  today.

Kentucky,  'Bhat  no  gale  shall  bd  madei 
for  sixty  days  from  the  passage  cf  thi» 
act,  of  property  taken  under  any  execu- 
tion which  has  issued,  or  may  issue,  on 
the  judgment  or  decree  of  any  court,  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  on  any  replevy 
bond,  forthcoming  bond,  or  bond  given 
on  the  purchase  of  property  under  exe- 
cution, nor  any  bond  given  under  tlie 
provision  of  the  laws  concerning  occu- 
pying claimants  of  land  : Provided,  the 
defendant,  in  case  moveable  property  bo

On  motion  of  Mr.  Taylor  of  New 
Tfork, 

■The  house  proceeded  to  the  considc- 
Tation  of  the  resolution  yesterday  offer- 
ed by  him,  in  the  words  following,  to 
trit: 

Resolved,  that  a committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  enquire  into  the  expedient  y 
•f  prohibiting  by  law  the  introduction 
of  slaves  into  the  territories  of  the  Uni- 
;ted  States,  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

Mr.  Tkylor  said  it  was  not  his  pur- 
pose to  go  into  any  discussion  of  the  me 
Hts  of  this  proposition  ; nor,  he  believed 
would  any  discussion  assist  the  ends  he 
had  in  view.  If  a compromise  of  oppo- 
site opinions  was  to  effected,  it  ap- 
peared to  him  better  that  a committee 
should  be  appointed  to  examine  into  it. 
and  make  their  report ; and  that  the 
qiK-ation  should  not  be  moved  in  this 
bouse,  until  t!iat  committee  should  hav 
expended  their  best  efforts  on  this  ob 
ject. 

The  question  was  then  taken,  without 
debate,  on  agreeing  to  the  resolution, 
and  decided  in  the  affirmative,  without  a 
division.  A committee  of  seven  mem- 
bers was  ordered  to  be  appointed  ac 
oordingly. 

Ml.  'i'ayior  then  moved  to  postpone, 
sintii  the  first  Monday  in  Eehruary  next, 
the  order  ofthe  day  on  the  bill  authoriz- 
ing a convention  of  the  People  of  Mis 
(ii'uri,  lor  the  purpose  of  forming  a con- 
Eiitution  and  slate  government. 

Mr.  Scott,  delegate  from  Missouri, 
& id  he  hoped  that  the  piopositiun  to 
pu'tpone  till  the  first  Monday  of  Eebru- 
ar\,  would  not  succeed.  It«asof>ast 
ln;|iortance  to  the  people  of  M.ssouri 
that  an  immediate  derision  should  bi 
made  on  thisquestion.  Ifthe  bill  passed 
at  an  rarly  day,  the  people  would  then 

bav<i  time  to  me«  l in  Conv<“niuui,  Cr.pm 
their  constitution,  organize  their  gov- 
ernment, elect  members  to  a general  as- 
sembly, on  whom  it  would  devolve  to 
ohoofic  senators  to  the  congress  of  the 
United  States.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  bill  ultimately  was  lost,  it  was  equal- 
ly necessary  that  the  pectple  should  be 
xioon  apprized  of  its  failure,  that  they 
might  have  time  to  art  for  thenisHves, 
and  flame  a form  of  government,  which 
be  was  concviiiced  they  would  do.  wiili- 
O 't  waitiivg  to  again  apply  to  Congress 
for  the  mere  means  of  organization.  The 
resolution  which  had  been  adopted  fiii- 
uisbed  no  good  reason  for  the  postpone- 
in  nt— because  it  only  proposed  an  en- 
quiry into  the  expediency  of  the  mea- 
•i  rc  in  relation  to  the  territories,  and 
could  not  control  the  constitutional  en- 
quiry, and  right  of  the  people  of  Mis- 
souri to  form  their  constitution  as  a 
state.

Its  chief  production  is  coffee,  of  wtiicb 
It  could  raise  immense  supply,  but  the 
indolent  Spaniards  have  not  put  the 
hundredth  acre  under  ciiliivaiion. 

In  the  west  end  of  tlie  island,  facing 
inwards  tow  ards  the  gulf,  is  the  port  and 
city  of  the  Havaiin.ih. 

The  port  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
world,  capable  of  containing  a thousand 
ships  . t once,  and  so  narrow  at  the  en- 
trance, tliat  not  more  than  one  can  enter 
at  a time. 

The  city  contains  a "population  of 
2.5,000  souls. 

This  noble  island  was  one  of  the  first 
discoveries  of  Christopher  Columhus, 
who  took  possession  of  it  for  tlic  crown 
ol  Spain,  to  which  it  has  since  bei  nged, 
with  the  exception  of  a short  period  in 
I76’-5,  when  it  was  captured  by  the 
British.  In  the  approaching  wreck  ol 
all  the  S|)*nish  dominion  in  the  new 
world,  the  island  of  Cuba  must  find  a 
new  mas  cr.  'I'oo  weak  for  self  goveni- 
inenl,  it  cannot  pretend  to  independence, 
.'lexico,  on  becoming  free,  cannot  take 
it  for  want  of  a naval  force.  The  Uni- 
ted States  as  the  chief  power  upon  the 
gulf  of  which  it  is  the  key.  have  a naln- 
ral  right  to  it ; and  England  without  a- 
ny  right  to  it  whatever,  openly  mani- 
It  sts  her  disposition  to  seize  it  for  the 
express  pnrp-  se  of  annoying  the  United 
States,  and  t, king  to  hcrseli'thc  produQ- 
ol  the  Mexican  mines. — Woe  to  the  ad- 
iiiiBistralion  which  should  suffvr  this  ca- 
lamity to  fall  upon  the  pcojilc  ol  the 
west!  Then  would  tlio  mouth  of  the' 
.Mississippi  be  closed  up  at  the  pleasure 
of  an  English  captain  I riicn  would 
the  produce  of  the  w est  lie  ami  rot  upon 
the  hands  of  its  inhahitaRis !
